Eden, and Lord Halifax. It is a 
wise decision, even an inevitable 
one if we are to escape the danger 
of losing our position in the busieat 
of the Treaty ports, To a very 
great extent modern Shanghai Is 
the creation of British enterprise. 
sys the “Manchester Guardian.” 
With the French and Americans 
—and the mercantile Chinese—we 
had laid the foundation »cf {ts 
tmmense. ‘prosperity long before 
Japan was in any condition ta Jn- 
terest herself im such matters. 
“Yet if Shanghat falls tnto the 
hands of the Japanese armed 
forces they may be disposed to 
recognise only existing facts, One 
of these facts should be the pre- 
sence of British and French gar- 
rigons inthe Settlement and Con- 
cession, and of European civilians 
who have stood: to thelr posts in 
defiance of aanger.

Notice is ‘being “piven to their 
members by some of the war risk 
clubs in the London group that in

afford cover to shipowners éhtering 
Shanghai or ports in the Yangtze 
River , writes a Home correspon- 
dent. Many bills. of lading 
Include a deviation clause, which, 
hrovides that, {nter alia, the ship- 
owners Shall have Iberty to 
Comply with instructions given in 
connexion with war, Insurance, 
and stipulating ‘that ‘delivery of | 
carga in accordance with’, such 


orders shall be a fulfilment of the |: 


contract voyage. Many owners, 
therefore, who in the present ctr- 
cumstances clearly ‘could not 
direct their “vesséls to Shanghal 
will. be glad to have’ the present 
ruling. Actually in. most bills of 
lading there ts also a clause to the 
effect that if a vessel is unable to 
Broceed to a particular port she 
should go as near to the port as 
she can safely proceed, and that 
clause may also have a bearing on 
the present situation.

Indeed he {s his own best argu- 
ment, for the reader must fall un- 
der the spell of this suave and 
sunny expositer who makes’ with 
such vase so reasonable a case: for 
his country . 


Dr Nitobé begins with the ‘his- 
tory of Japan, {ts ruce of either 
“sea-Mongollans .or land-Malays,”’ 
the" culture {t drew from China, 
the “organised confusion” of ‘ts 
feudallsm, tts long term of isola-- 
tion, {ts moral‘and religious ideas,.

Important Judgment 


An intecieting: ‘decision relating 
to child adoption under the Act, of 
1926 was given by Mr. Justice 
Luxmoore in the Chancery Division 
recently. : 

The applicants,’ husband and 
wife, sought to adopt the wife's 
19-year-old ‘legitimate daughter 
who was no blood relation to the |: 
husband. Husband and wife were 
both less. than 21 years older than 
the “infant” 


The Act placed restrictions on | 


the making of adoption . orders, 
sald Mr. Justice Luxmoore. It 
provided that no order should be. 
made where the applicant was less 
than 21 years older ‘than the ‘dn- 
fant.’ There was a proviso. that 
where the, appifcant and the “in- 
fant” were within the prohibited 
degrees of consanguinity the Court 
could make an order even though | 
the applicant’ was less that 21 
years older than the “infaht.” 

The answer to the question, he, 
sald, depended on, the true cun- 
struction of the phrase “within the 
prohibited degrees of consangul- 
nity.” 

The female, applicant and ‘the 
“infant” were within the definea 
degrees of consanguinity, but the 
male adopter was not, though he 
wag in a, similar degree of affinity. 
The Court had no power to ap- 
prove an adoption by the male 
applicant, either or jointly wath 
the female applicant. 

The. male applicant, added Mr. 
Justice Luxmoore, consented , to 
the adoption of the’ “infant” by 
the female applicant alone, the 
requirements of the Act were 
satisfied, and-he authorised adop- 
tion by the baal alone.

NOW WHAT’S THE 
GAME? 


We have been so sickened by 
the insincerity of the Government 
of Japan and its seemingly un- 
ending supply of ‘‘ spokesmen,”’ 
that when the cable was received 
yesterday that the Japanese Am- 
hassador to.China, Mr. Kawagoe, 


had intimated that ‘Japan might 


not necessarily be unwilling to 
‘respond. to an offer for co-opera- 
tién by some of the Powers which 
helped to settle the 1982 conflict,” 
merely remarked, ‘' You 
what's’ thee game?” 

Tt will be noticed that “the 
Japanese Ambassador's choice of 
.words is stamped by that ambi- 
guity which makes a two-way 
interpretation not only’ probable 
but inevitalle.: The statement is 
not. in any way definite. and it 
is purely a personal expréssion 
of opinion, but if it had» been 
niade by one holding alnhassa- 
dorial rank on. behalf of. ‘any 


country which has preserved its’ 


virtue whilst also maintaining 
its greatness, then such a state- 
ment would: be 
genuine indication that there was 
Still a possibility of peace with 
honour heing achieved as between 
China and the aggressor Japan. 
There is one nation which has 
shown, particularly from 1914 
onwards, 
for drafting proposals 
settlement " of - the» 
which exist between other na- 
tions. We refer, .of course, to 
the United States of America. 
‘President . Wilson . was particn- 
‘larly noteworthy in this connéc- 
tion. Tt was, the’ downright 
Clemenceau who, in one of his 
many moments of cotisiderable 
hedt, declared, ‘President Wilson 
is worse than God, because 
whilst the Good Lord had only 
ten points, M, ‘le President has 
fourteen !.’ President -Wilson 
has honourable successors, and 
America has always shown 2 
disposition to .mediate. In the 
present . Sino-Japanese, crisis the 
United States of America har a 
very important interest.in view 
of her far-reaching responsibilities 
in’ the Pacific,and, therefore, 
the good works of the American 
Secretary, of State, Mr. . Cordell 
Hull, ‘in trying to obtain | un- 
animity amongst all nations is 
very . praiseworthy.

China 8 Educational Problem 


Tt has been eatiraaved that there are more than 40,000, 000 children, 
of ‘school age in China, and that half of them are not’ given educa- 
tional facilities. No doubt, the farmer class still adheres to the old. 
belief that education identifies itself with aristocracy and that know- 
ledge is an unnecessary attdinment for tillers of the soll. The Chi- 
nese Government, however, should correct this-wrong conception, 
and go bll it can to raise the standard of life among the 'masses, 

F “According to the report of, Mr, Wang Ching Wel” at the Kuling. 
Conference, the Ministry of Education has decided to give at least 
80 per cent, of these schou!tage children: free education through: - 
its five-year compulsory education plan. In 1935 the total amount 
expended on’ compulsory education’ was $14,700,000, and In 1936 the 
amount rose to’ $20,120,000.. The number of children In school: for 
that period also increased’ by over 5,000,000. 

Diteracy among adults has ‘also received ‘the sericus attention 
of the Education Ministry, which 1s working out-a six-year plan to 
fight it. Last year 12,000,000 gfown-up peuple learned to read and 
write, and more than 4.300.000 coples of the special textbooks for 
mass education were distribated. In addition te the formal educa- 
tional method, Chinese educators. following the precedent of other 
countries, are employing the radio and the flims to reach the 
masses, i: :

On account of the disturbing news that Is continually pouring In 
from the mother country, the Chinese community in’ Malaya, with ° 
due consideration ‘for thelr. compatriots’ who ate etther fighting tn 
the war or are suffering in consequence of it, deemed it necessary 
to withhold trom public celebrations.

_ ON BALLAST 
VOYAGES 


In ‘Accordance with their * policy 
of keeping . the market adequately 
supplied with tonnage the Tramp’, 
Shipping Administrative Commit- 
tee decided ‘recently that vessels 
which were able to give down 
‘to October 31° cancelling’ by 
proceeding in ballast might now be 
chartered from Argentina or Uru-, 
guay with a cancelling date hot 
later than October, 31 next. , This 
announcement carries on the series 
of grants of Hberty to proceed in 
ballast to the South American 
countries ‘named. The last an- 
nouncement was made on July 28 
and extended the cancelling date 
from August 31 to Sept, 30...As. 
roughly, the voyage of a cargo ves- 
sel from Europe to the River Plate 
“thay be estimated to require about 
.a month, there 1s ample time for 
ships to be chartered and to be 
ready to load in the Plate by the 
end of October.

The fixed scale of rates for 


covering war risks on cargo bound’ 


te China aiid Japan remains unal- 
tered, but only the risk whilst the 


goods are on the ocean ts covered, |_ 


the rates varying from £3 per cent. 
for Shanghai and Yangtze ports to 


4 2s, 6d. per’ cent. for Hong Kong. 


Cargo bound for Japanese ports {s 
rated at 2s. 6d. per cent., with. an 
additional 5s. per cent. for the risk 
before shipment or for 15 days after 
discharge. All these rates are sup- 
plementary to those fixed under 
the gerieral war risk schedule. 
While new, business’ {s almost at 
a standstill, there’ j some anxiety 
about recent Insurances, Up to 


“August 20 underwriters were cover: 


ing cargo at Shanghat and other 
Chinese ports for the period before 
loading and for 15 days after dis- 
charge,' and the rates for these 
risks’ were as high as £10 per cent.
